Newspapers Men ‘With Eyes Can't 
Read Tell True War Conditions. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Miss Helen 
Keller and other blind persons in the 
United States are obtaining uncensored 
news from the capitals of belligerent 
nations in Burope in newspapers pub- 
lished for the blind in London, Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna, according to Miss 
Keller. These newspapers are not cen- 
sored, she says, because they are print- 
ed in shorthand Braille, a point type 
used for the blind which the censors 
are unable to read.

which State afficials took from the 
st hools $514,503.22 which in previous years 
Lad been apportioned to the schools, 

The Court holds that of this amount 
$334,189.31 must be paid over to the 
school fund, and that the remainder, 
§..0,313.91, does not properly belong to 
the schools and should go to the general 
revenue fund. 

The opinion is held to be a victory 
for the State officials, who although 
they refused to apportion any of the 
money, later had agreed to apportion 
the $334,189.22 to the schools. 

The law governing the apportionment 
provides that one-third of all ordinary 
revenues of the State shall go tothe 
schools. The court holds that all money 
derived by the State shall be included in 
the aportionment except fines collected 
from anti-trust actions, factory inspec- 
tion fees and the gross fees of the grain 
inspection department. 

Fees from beer inspection, oil inspec- 
tion and other State departments are 
held to be ordinary revenues and sub- 
ject to apportion to the school fund. 

In the opinion of some persons fami- 
far with State affairs, the effect of the 
| opinion will be that breweries, oil inter- 
ests and others will go into the courts 
in an effort to contest the legality of 
the inspection laws, and that if they 
win the schools in another year or two 
will lose hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


Theory Held by Officials, 

The theory on which the State offi- 
olals refused to apportion these moneys 

the school fund was that they were 
not revenue measures, that the Legisla- 
ture had ne right to pass laws for in- 
spections for the purpose of increasing 
the revenues of the State. They held 
that if the money was considered ordi- 
nary revenue the breweries, oil interests 
and others could refuse to pay the fees, 
on the ground that such fees should not 
exceed the expense of making the in- 
spection. 

Gov. Major said in several speeches 
_ after the suit was filed in the Supreme 
Court that the suit was filed because 
the oil interests had threatened to insti- 
tute suit to test the legaliy of the oil 
inspection law on the ground that it 
was a revenue-producing measure and 
not an inspection law. He said the 
State wished to obtain a court ruling 
on the point. 

It had for many years been customary 
to apportion to the schools one-third of 
all revenues. The legality of this 
action never was questioned by those 
| who paid the fees, or by State officials.

Kaiser Has Been Free From Tliness 
Since Last January. 
Emperor William has been free from 
illness so far as reports have indicated, 
since early this year, the last previous 
report of his illness having been circu- 
lated on Jan. 31, When he was said to be 
returning to Berlin because of throat 
trouble and as suffering from a chill. 
There was no official confirmation of the 
reports, however, and nothing more was 

heard of them. 

A little more than a year ago, on Dec.

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PITTSBURG BANK 
FAILS; HAD 41,000 
CHILDREN'S MONEY 


Total Deposits Nearly $11,000,- 
000—Was One of Best Known 
Savings Institutions. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 2.— With de 
posits amounting to 311,000. %%, part of 
which was the savings of 41900 school 


children, the Pittsburg Bank for Savings 
was closed by the State Banking .D-- 
partment this morning. The institution 
is one of the best-known in the city 
and is more than a half century old. 
A statement issued by the president 
says the depositors will receive 50 per 
cent of the money due them within 6 
days. The bank had approximately 75, 
000 depositors. 

It was known in the financial district 
that the bank had been unable to weath- 
er the storms it has encountered since 
the failure ot James S. Kuhn and W. 8. 
Kuhn, who were credited with being 
prominently identified with the bank 
in 1913. 

School children would take their 
money to school on a certain day of 
each week and a collector for the bank 
would call at the various school build- 


rings, giving them credit on their books 


for the amounts deposited. 

This practice was in effect for years 
and many thousands of dollars had been 
deposited by the children. It was suid 
that scores of successful persons in the 
city who began saving in this way have 
continued their business relations with 
the institution ever since. 

President's Statement. 

President Jones’ statement gave the 
causes of the failure as follows: 

“The failure of the bank was due en- 
tirely to the depreciation of securities 
held by the bank in various corpora- 
tions. Owing to the failure of J. S. and 
W. S. Kuhn, Inc., in 1913, there was a 
large depreciation in the market value 
of eecurities of certain corporations, but 
it was hoped that these companies 
would soon be rehabilitated and the se- 
curities again attain their former value. 

“Through the personal efforts of the 
President, half a million dollars has 
been added to the assets of the bank 
since July 7, 1913. 

Some time ago it became known that 
the Banking Department was paying 
particular attention to the bank, but 
it was understood recently that the sit- 
uation was much improved. 

The bank was chartered’ in 1862. Its 
capitalization was $600,000, but last sum- 
mer was reduced to $300,000. 

Depositors of the bank inclided many 
persons with savings accounts, although 
the institution did a general banking 
business. Deposits on Sept. 15, 1915, 
were $10,945,713, according to the report. 
made to the Banking Commissioner. On 
the same date the surplus and profits 
were reported at $45,223 The bank’s 
business was scattered through Western 
Pennsylvania.

LONDON, Dec. 22.—The Norwegian 
peace party declines to have anything to 
do with the Ford peace expedition, ac- 
cording to dispatches to the London 
morning papers, as long as Mme. Rosika 
Schwimmer is connected with the move- 
ment. Some of the dispatches states 
that a demand has been made for her 
expulsion, declaring that it is impossible 
to give the movement a neutral appear- 
ance while a Hungarian woman is an 

active member, directing operations. 

Mme. Schwimmer had sent out invita- 
tions to a hundred prominent- business 
men, bankers and others of Christiana 
to, attend receptions and other func- 
tions at the Grand Hotel. 

“This attempt to stir up a semblance 
of interest in the mission met with no 
success, a Times dispatch declares. 
“The only thing the people want is to 
see the man who is willing to spend 
$20,000,000 to end the war, but Ford re- 
mains in hiding. Neither he nor Mme. 
Echwimmer attended the reception yes- 
terday. 

“The latest scheme to end the war is 
said to be that Ford is to approach 
armament makers in the belligerent 
countries and by offering orders to them 
will seek to induce them to cease turn- 
ing out equipment for armies.”’ 

The Times correspondent says that the 
main impression made on the Norwegian 
public is that Ford is an idealist dream- 
er, a sort of Tolstoi, whose honesty and 
unselfishness are beyond question, while 
some of his followers certainly fail to 
give that attractive impression.

Cadet Companies to Be Organ- 
ized at Once if the Defense 
Plan Is Adopted. 


e. to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—If the pre- 


paredness plan is adopted by Congress. 
and those engaged n working out the 
details.are assuming that it will, the 
next step will be the organizatton of 3 
cadet companies to be assembled at the 
larger army posts throughout the coun- 


try. In these companies young men 
will be trained as officers of the Con- 
tinental Army. 

Each of the companies will consist of 
100 cadets, so that an opportunity will 
be opened at once to 3000 young mien tv 
receive a miljtary training for one year. 
to be followed by their commission as 
officers of the Continental army. wité: 
& good prospect for those best qualified 
to obtain commissions in the regular 
army. 

Only men between the ages of 20 and 
24 will be admitted to these companies 
and they will-be paid $60 a month, and 
furnished clothing, rations and medica! 
attendance in addition, during their 
service in the cadet companies. The 
appointments to the cadet companies 
will be made upon the recommendacion 
of members of Congress in the same 
way that cadets now are appointed to 
West Point and Annapolis. 

Apportionment of Cadets. 

The cadet companies will be recruited 
anew each year, and apportioned among 
the various arms of the service so that 
the cadet can choose, to a large extent, 
the branch of the service he prefers. 
There: probably will be about 12 infan- 
try companies, a number for field ar- 
tillery, coast artillery, cavalry and one 
each for the engineers, signa! corps and 
aviation corps. These cadet companies 
will be attached to regiments or other 
organizations of each branch. and their 
year of -crvice will be a continuous 
school of instruction. 

In order to become a member of a 
cadet companr, each young man must 
engage to serve six years, unless soon- 
er discharged. In order to obtain ap- 
pointment he must be an officer of the 
national guard, a student or graduate o: 
a military college, or a student or grad- 


} uate from a college or university. Upon 


completion of his year’s service in a 
cadet company, each cadet, if found pro- 
ficient, will be commissioned in such 
grade in the officer's reserve corps as 
may be warranted by the degree of his 
proficiency. 
Can Return to Civil Life. 
When he becomes a reserve officer, 


the young man can then return to civil 
life, subject to call only in time of war | 


or for two weeks each year at ma- 


grade in the regular army.

Because of the unwillingness of school 
boys to “snitch,’’ Charles E. Witter, 
principal of the Bryan Hill School,

An attempt was made, the principa! 


}eaid, to fasten the offense on another 


boy named Anderson, attending a third 
School, but investigation showed that 


this boy had no connection with the at- 


tack. 

John Anderson, according to Witter's 
information, has brown eyes, and the 
Bryan Hill teacher and pupils can iden- 


‘tify him it he is found. 


Witter said he thought it his duty to 
discourage rowdyism in connection with 
interscholastic games.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Instead of hear- 
ing talk of the war, an Associated Press 
correspondent who made a visit today 
to the prison camp for captured officers 
at Holyport, was overwhelmed with 
n quiries concerning the towns of pris- 
oners who lived in America before the 
war. 

Among the prisoners is Victor Borosi- 
ni, a well-known social worker con- 
nected with Hull House, Chicago. He 
was captured during the battle of 
Ypres, and was eager for Chicago news. 
Dr. Friedensberg of New York, who 
served as consulting engineer in con- 
mection with the Panama Canal, is a 
prisoner, having been captured wiule 
returning to Germany. Another cap- 
tive is Dr. Arnold Kohlschuetter, as 
astronomer at the Solar Observatory, 
Mount Wilson, Cal., who was taken 
from the Italian liner Ancona at the 
beginning of the war. 

Capt. Kurt Baser, who resides in Los 
Angeies, was taken from a steamship at 
Gibraltar and brought to Holyport. 
Millington Herrmann of New York, also 
is in the prison camp. He is a son of 
the president of the Deutsche Bank (r 
Berlin, and is connected with the New 
York branch of the bank. 

Camp Formerly Was a School. 

Holyport is near Maidenhead, whicl: 
le 26 miles from London. The prison 
camp formerly was an army prepara- 
tory school. It now holds 120 army aud 
navy officers, with 52 orderlies selected 
from prison camps for enlisted men. 

Most of the officers have very com- 
fortable quarters in the main building. 


|The orderlies are quartered in regula- 


tion British army huts. The bed rooms 
in the main building accommodate from 
one to six officers. Smoking and lounc- 
ing rooms are provided, but the officers 
spend most of the time in their sleey- 
ing apartments, which are screened off 
as sitting rooms. The bath rooms of 
the school provide ample bathing fa- 
cilities. These are supplemented by a 
swimming pool, which, however, is now

Exercise Is Compulsory. 
Twice a week all the efficers were

BERLIN, via London, Dec. %.-—The 


eMalist delegation in the Reichstag ap- 
parently has split with regard to the at- 
titude of the Socialists on the war. Dis- 
sension was manifest not only in the 
separate vote of the majority and mi- 
nority factions on the war credits in 
the Reichstag yesterday afternoon, but 
in the resignation of Deputy Hugo 
Haase as president of the peace fac- 
tion. 


The resignation of Herr Haase fol- 


lowed the announcement in several of 
the Socialists newspapers that an appeal 
to radical minority not to break up the 
party upon the peace question had been 
drafted and sent out without consult- 
ing Herr Haase and one or two others 
of the executive committee who were 
known to take another view of the sit- 
un tion. 
Meeting Is Held. 

The members of the minority held a 
meeting in the afternoon to discuss the 
situation created by the schism on the 
credit vote, but whether they are to 
take any disciplinary measures against 
the 20 insurgents or endeavor to patch 
up the peace is not yet known. 

The out-and-out fusurgents on the war 


had been anticipated since 48 of them 

knewn to belong to the ‘radical 
wing. But the others manifested their 
attitude by withdrawing from the hall 
during the vote instead of committing 
the overt breach of party discipline in- 
volved in a separate vote. 

The Reichstag yesterday passed the 
second and third readings of the war 
credit dp ante marks ($2,500,000, - 
DD, w the Government had request- 
ed. Nineteen Socialists voted in the neg- 


ment on behalf of the Socialist minority 
their negative vote, while 
Ebert, the Socialist leader, 

in behalf of the Socialist majority 
announced amid loud applause that

The Chancellor said 
in his speech Dec, 9 that he was ready 
at any time to discuss overtures for 
peace that harmonized with the dignity 
and security of Germany and he de- 
clined responsibility for the continuance 
of the severe things that fill Europe 
and the world. 

Asks for Peace. 

We wish most earnestly that the Ger- 
man Government would declare itself 
ready to seize any opportunity for 
peace negotiations. Germany is, through

her Strength, lifted above any misinter- 
prétation of willingness to make peace. 
In thus serving the inalienable behests 
of humanity, we also serve the future 
interests of the German people. 

In his statement in behalf of the So- 
clalist minority regarding the war cred- 
it vote, Friedrich August Karl Geyer 
said: 

Just as we fight against all conquest 
drawn by parties of others we also fight 
against German politicians who are 
working for annexations and thereby 
are the greatest obstacles to peace ne- 
gotiations. The Imperial Chancellor in 
his speech of Dec. 9 did not rebuke this 
dangerous policy, tut even furthered it.

President Wilson is asking Congress to increase 
the strength of the United States Marine Corps 
by 1500 men, and, in edi comment on his pre- 
pareadness plan, it may be interesting for you to 
know that: 

1. The United States Marine Corps was author- 
ised by the Continental Congress on Nov. 10, 1776, 
and therefore has the distinction of being the old- 
est branch of the service. 

J. Lieut. P. N. O'Bannon of the United States 
Marine Corps hoisted the first American flag ever 
flown over a fortress of the old world, when Derne, 
a stro old in Tripoli, was taken by assault on 
April 27, 1806. 

8. The first regulars who entered the fortress of 
Chapultepec in Mexico City when it was taken y 
sterm on Sept. 13, 1847, were the United States 
Marines under Maj. Levi Twiggs. 

4. Under the command of Robert R. Lee, later 
the commanding General of the Confederate Army, 
the United States Marines captured John Brown 
at Harper's Ferry in 1869. 

. A battalion of marines under Capt. John L. 
Broome occupied New Orleans upon its surrender 
and hoisted the American flag on the Custom 
House on April 28, 1662. 

6. A Dattalion of marines (646 officers and men) 
commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel R W. Hunting- 
ton, was the first American force that landed in 
Cuba in 1898, when it established a base for Samp- 
son's fleet at Guantanamo, their position 
against Spanish regulars who were estimated to 
number .7000.

Customs # 


N old England Christmas customs 
| and festivities lasted for daya_end- 
ing with, Twelfth Night, which | 
commemorated the visit of the three 
Kings of the Bast to Bethlehem. 
Christmas in England during feudal 
times meant merrymaking and feasting 
—in which all clagses shared. The great 
feudal castle was kept open to guests 
for many days. The feast of feasté, 
however, was ‘given by the lord of the 
castle on Christmas day to his kin and 
vassals. | 


Our big family gatheritigs are no 
doubt a survival. The Saxons and 
Goths called their winter festival the 
Ywtletide, and when they came over to 
Britain all their customs became min- 
gled with those already there. 

The bringing in of the great Yule 
log on Christmas eve has come down 
to us from old England and the Sax- 
ons and is full of picturesque detail. 

The log. a massive one of oak, was 
drawn in triumph from the forest to 
the hearth amid shouts of laughter. 
On its entrance into the great. castle 
hall minstrels or court singers hailed 
its coming ‘with special songs, or, 
the absence of minstrels, each member 
of the family sat upon the log and sang 
a Yule song. 


Bits of the log were preserved each 
year and the new one was lighted with 
remnants of last year’s. While burn- 
ing it was felt to be full of good prom- 
ises for the coming year and the flames 
as they leaped up the fireplace were 
thought to burn out all old wrongs. It 
was then that the Yule cakes were 
passed round, washed down with mighty 
drafts from the wassatt bowl. 

The passing of the wassail bowl was 
an important feature of the Yuletide 
and, like the Yule log. came down to 
us from the Saxons. The bowl is al- 
ways pictured to us as a massive one 
of silver (is our punch bowl a sur- 
vival?) and round its rim was a wreath 
of green lsaves. In it was the wassall, 
which was really nothing but hot spiced 
ale with roasted apples bobbing on its 
steaming surface.

(SKUNK) HIMSELF 


What Magnate Was Doing 
While W. J. Bryan Waited.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 22.—What went 
on behind the scenes before Henry 
Ford's peace pilgrims sailed on their 
mission to benighted Europe, including 
financial mix-ups, traffic muddles and 
extravagances, and the added revelation 
that the “peace squirrel” was in reality 
a polecat, has been told here by Theo- 
dore Delavigne, Ford's publicity commis- 
sioner. What Delavigne wants to do 
now, he made it plain, is to get back 
some of the tens of thousands of dollars 
of the motor magnate’s money before it 
is too late. 

He rushed here from New fork to 

M Alfred Lucking, Ford's attorney, 
to obtain legal credentials and authority 
to rake in the unspent mass of lucre 
which, thrown to the four winds around 
peace headquarters at the Biltmore Ho- 
tel in New York, enveloped the propa- 
ganda in a shower of gold. 

Delavigne, Who ten’t backward in tak- 
ing credit for much of the peace hegira, 


says that due to his quickly imposed 


role of watchdog of the Ford bankrole 
around the Biltmore, he was able to 
prevent several important personages 
from giving perfectly correct imitations 
of Coal Ol Johnny in the latter's hey- 
day. 

Wanted 380, Sent Him $1000. 

“When we wanted to get inte touch 
with peace workers at The Hague and 
other neutral European capitals where 
the Oscar II is scheduled to go,“ en- 
plained Ford's publicity man, Lochner 
(Ford's private secretary) telephonea 
the various Ministers in Washington to 
ask if they would co-operate... Each 
assured him he would, and to to each 
a cash advance was made to defray: 
cables and other expenses. Chevalier 
Van Rappard, the Netherlands Minis- 
ter, was surprised to get the next 
morning a Ford check for $1000. He spent 
$80, he assures me, and wants to give 
Ford back the other 9.“ 

Hints at possible friction among 
Ford's rival propagandists were likewise 
spread by Delavigne, who let it 
knowh that when he arrived in 
York and saw the facility with which 
Lochner wrote checks against the Ford 
bank account he sent out a hurry cail 
to Long Island City for Gaston Plaintif<, 
Ford's Eastern manager. 

Plaintiff, says Delavigne, took a look 
at how things were goiug and installed 
a disbursing bureau of his own tlerke, 
presided over by a Ford department 
head, and thereafter Lochner’s expendi- 
tures were subject to audit and author- 
igation by the business Management ot 
the Ford Moter Co. 

„»The clerks of the department went 
right on board the Oscar II. too, said 
Delavigne. “They will keep track of 
things until Ford gets back. There's a 
limit, even in ending a great war, you 
Know.“ 

The same genius which stopped the 
flow of money from the Biltmore of- 
fices was not in evidence when the se- 


was the matter in hand. 

Delavigne admits this himeelf. He 
confesses he paid $14 for a perfectly 
authentic, if deodorised and denatured, 
specimen of plain American skunk, 
which attracted his and Mr. Ford's at- 
tention in a Fulton street animal store. 
Purchase of the polecat was one of the 
things which was engrossing the motor 
magnate while William Jennings Bryan 
was cooling his heels in the Biltmore 
suite awalting Ford. 

At the offices of Ford’s counsel it was 
guid that the lawyers hoped to straighi- 
en out ‘the loose financial ends of the 
Oscar’s departure shortly. The amount 
which they hope to obtain in the nature 
of refund from hasty and liberal ex- 
penditures was not stated. In further- 
ance of this plan, Delavigne will be ke, 
busy as a field fivancial agent for the 
next few days, collecting money unex- 
pended and issuing receipts.
